In accord with an order of the Court 
made on April 10th, the trial took place 
yesterday of an issue in which Mrs, Annie 
Gaffney, the claimant, was plaintiff, and 
Charles Seezer and Edward Gaffney were de- 
fendants, the question for trial being: 
whether the sum sought to be attached, or 
any part thereof, was the property of Mrs. 
Gaffney as against the judgment creditor, 
Charles Seezer. 

Mrs, Gaffney, in evidence, said that her 
husband was a trades. union organiser. She 
carried on. for several years a confectionery 
and tobacco business at 5 Dolphin Market, 
Dolphin’s Barn, and, although her husband’s 
name was over the door, it was her business, 
which she was enabled to carry on. with 
money received from her brother, who was 
a soldier in India. 

Mr. C. Seezer, pork butcher, Thomas street, 
stated that he obtained a decree for £63 last 
December, being the rent due by Edward 
Gaffney in respect of the. premises, 5 Dolphin 
Market. In pursuance of that decree an 
execution order was issued in February last 
directing the Sheriff to take the goods of the 
defendant; Edward Gaffney, to satisfy the 
sum due on foot of the decree, together with 
£22 19s. 10d. for costs and 16s, fees, amount- 
ing in all to £86 14s. 10d. A return of “no 
goods '” was made by the Sheriff, with the 
observation that the goods of the defendant's 
premises would not realise the costs of seizure 
and sale. 

Possession of the shop and premises was 
taken by the Sheriff on March 19th last and 
handed over to him (plaintiff). 

Before that date Gaffney had contracted to 
sell the good-will of the business to Miss 
Margaret O’Brien, of Marrowbone. lane, for 
£200, and in the presence of Miss O’Brien 
the defendant said that if she were accepted 
as tenant he would authorise payment of the 
amount due from him out of the £200. 
Miss O’Brien paid £15 deposit to plaintiff's 
solicitor and arranged to pay the balance of 
£185 a few days later. The payment was 
not made, as Mrs. Gaffney claimed the £200. 
Miss O’Brien, in evidence, stated Mrs. 
Gaffney said tha: she was glad that the 
matter was settled when possession was being 
handed over to her. 

The Judge held that Edward Gaffney was 
tenant and owner of the business, and made 
absolute the conditional order, attaching the 
money in Miss O’Brien’s hands,. and trans- 
ferring the amount, £103 5s, 10d., with costs, 
to Mr. Seezer.

POSSESSION OF HOUSE 
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CASE DISMISSED

Mrs. Fagan stated that, having sold the 
house in which she was living, she required 
the house occupied by O'Connor as a resi- 
dence for herhelf.. The rent was £2 Os. 8d. 
per month. She sold her house seventeen 
months ago for £238, and she was receiving 
payment at the rate of 30s. per week. _Mean- 
time she was living rent free, extept that 
she was responsible for rates and taxes. She 
had been threatened by the purchaser of her 
house that if she did not give him up posses- 
sion he would claim rent from her’ at the

The defendant, stated that he had a wife 
and seven children; and it would not be easy 
for him to find a suitable residence at the 
same rent. 

The Judge said that he could not put the 
defendant. and his: family out. It seemed to 
him that Mrs. Fagan could not live on the 
instalments she was receiving. .He dismissed 
the case. '

A young man gave evidence admitting that 
on July 3 1934 he entered the house of 
Miss French and stole a silver loving cup, 
two urns and two pepper castors. He sold 
the loving cup and thetwo urns for 8s. at the 
Smelting Company in Westmoreland street. 
He threw away the castors. He had no 
conversation with the man to whom he sold 
the articles. He identified the man as 
Maurice Lee. He did not tell the man where 
he got the articles, nor was he asked any 
questions, He gave the man another name, 
which he could not remember. 

Louis Clein, Victoria street, Dublin, stated 
that at the end of June or the beginning df 
July last year he bought the loving cup from 
Maurice Lee. He bought the two urns from 
a man named Bernard Davis.
